Going from BYU to the life of Washington, D.C., pol- 
itics was shocking for Marriott. “I never realized how 
different I am,’ she said. Her colleagues know that she 
is LDS and they notice her behavior. 

Marriott values her BYU education. “I learned the 
importance of detail at BYU,’ Marriott said.

Although a natural power forward, 
Burgess is extremely versatile. Coach 
Mike Krzyzewski of Duke University 
said that “he is very flexible” and 
“can play anything.” It is this versatil- 
ity that makes Burgess the desirable 
commodity that he is. 

“Chris is an intense competitor,” 
said Dodson, who coached Burgess 
this summer on the Franklin Quest 
All-Star Team. “He is a great 
rebounder. He is an outstanding 
jumper. He has a nice outside shot. 
He’s probably the best finisher on the 
offensive break that I’ve ever seen. He 
is very focused and works very hard.”

Merger creates 
world’s largest 
media company

NEW YORK — Shareholders of 
Time Warner and Turner Broadcasting 
System voted overwhelmingly 
Thursday to approve a $7.5 billion 
merger, creating the world’s largest 
media and entertainment company. - 

Turner Broadcasting shareholders 
voted 99.75 percent in favor of the 
deal about five hours after Time 
Warner stockholders voted 98.23 per- 
cent in favor. 

“This is a dream,” said a triumphant 
Ted Turner, the founder and chairman 
of Turner Broadcasting who now will 
become a vice chairman and largest 
single shareholder in the merged com- 
pany. 

“Considering the difficulties we had 
with this merger, ... it was quite a job 
to get it completed,’ Turner said after 
announcing the vote that followed a 
tough antitrust review by the Federal 
Trade Commission, a lawsuit from 
entertainment partner U S West Inc. 
and widespread doubt over Turner’s 
ability to accept a No. 2 role. 

After a final motion was made.to 
adjourn Turner Broadcasting’s final 
shareholder meeting, a tearful Turner 
dabbed his eyes with a handkerchief. 

“This is the company that I’ve 
always dreamed of and we are now 
here, complete, one team and one 
family,” Time Warner Chairman 
Gerald Levin said at a shareholders 
meeting earlier. 

The really hard work begins now 
that the final paperwork on the deal is 
complete. Time Warner executives 
will have to mesh two companies with 
very different management cultures 
— one led by button-down New 
Yorker Levin, the other by swash- 
buckling Turner of Atlanta — but 
each rich in household names they 
sell every day. 

Time Warner’s Bugs Bunny, HBO 
and Sports Illustrated are as familiar 
as Turner’s CNN and Atlanta Braves. 

Wall Street appears happy, at least 
with the post-merger plans the com- 
pany has been laying out. 

Time Warner’s stock, lethargic much 
of this decade, has risen about 10 per- 
cent in the past two weeks, trading 
this afternoon up 37 1/2 cents at 
$41.50 a share on the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

On Wednesday, Rupert Murdoch’s 
News Corp. followed through on a 
threat to sue Time Warner for alleged- 
ly violating antitrust laws and break- 
ing an agreement by declining to 
carry its new Fox News Channel on 
its cable systems. 

The lawsuit came just one day after 
the New York state attorney general’s 
office subpoenaed Time Warner to 
request documents for its own inquiry 
into whether the company violated 
antitrust laws by deciding not to run 
the Fox channel in New York state. 

The lawsuit should not have any 
immediate effect on the deal with 
Turner Broadcasting, but the suit, if 
successful, could undo the merger 
later on. 

Some suggested, however, it could 
simply be a pressure tactic to bring 
Time Warner to the negotiating table. 

“It was great timing, creating havoc 
and pressure at the last minute,’ said 
Larry Gerbrandt, a senior analyst.at 
Paul Kagan Associates Inc., a media 
research firm. 

As a condition for the merger, Time 
Warner was required by federal 
antitrust regulators to carry a second 
all-news channel on some of its cable 
systems, in addition to the Turner- 
owned Cable News Network. 

Fox has argued that Time Warner, 
the nation’s second-largest cable oper- 
ator, violated its agreement to carry 
the Fox News Channel and put on 
rival MSNBC instead. Time Warner 
has denied all along that such an 
agreement had been reached.

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J udge gives bishop penitent-clergy privilege 


‘SALT LAKE CITY — A judge has ruled a jilted bride’s conversations with 
her Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints bishop are protected by a peni- 
tent-clergy privilege and do not have to be divulged. 

‘The ruling came in a suit by RaNay Stout Jackson against her former fiance, 
Scott William Brown. 

Jackson claims Brown proposed to her despite the fact he was already mar- 
ried, then canceled the wedding just hours before the ceremony. She seeks 
damages for emotional distress. 

After her engagement was broken in 1993, she sought counseling from her 
then-bishop, Gary Riddle, in the Ridgecrest Ward. 

Jackson’s weekly conversations with Riddle cannot be probed by the defense, 
3rd District Judge Glenn Iwasaki ruled in a memorandum decision Wednesday. 

Brown’s attorney, Richard G. Hackwell, wanted to interview Riddle to probe 
the seriousness and reasons for Jackson’s claimed distress. Usually, plaintiffs 
who claim emotional damages must provide information about any counseling 
or ¢nedical treatment to defendants, Hackwell contended. 

A trial in the case is scheduled in November. 


Pet python’s mistake ends its owner’s life 


NEW YORK — A young man preparing to feed a live chicken to his 44- 
poyind pet python was killed after the 13-foot-long snake apparently mistook 
hifh for food and coiled around him. 

Rescue workers managed to free 19-year-old Grant Williams from the snake’s 
grip, but he died an hour later. 

A neighbor called 911 Wednesday afternoon to report that the young man 

was bleeding in the hallway of his Bronx apartment house, said Officer Martin 
Fafey, a police department spokesman. When emergency workers arrived, they 
hati to pry the snake off Williams, Foley said. 

Williams was unconscious and paramedics attempted to revive him en route 
toa hospital, where he died, Foley said. 

Williams’ mother, Carmalita, said she begged her son to get rid of the snake. 

Williams and his 17-year-old brother, Lamar, hoped to make careers of caring 
fof big snakes, which are becoming increasing popular as pets. 


2'arrested in freeway terrorist attacks 


[LOS ANGELES — Two men have been arrested in a series of window-shat- 
tering attacks that have terrorized motorists on Southern California freeways. 

A tip from a California Highway Patrol hot line led officers to stop a car 
Wednesday night and detain three occupants, said CHP Officer Rob Lund. Two 
of them were later arrested. 

There have been 241 freeway attacks since Sept. 11, most of them at night. 
No one has been hurt. Investigators believe the attackers may pursue motorists 
and fire pellet guns or slingshots. 

fhe CHP believes the initial attacks spawned copycats. 

In Sacramento, Gov. Pete Wilson said Wednesday that officers also seized 
weapons that looked as if they might have been involved in the attacks. 

“This is very serious business,” Wilson said. “It is not a prank. We will not 
treat it as a prank. It is assault with a deadly weapon.” 


Dozens of hospital patients slain in Zaire 


STOCKHOLM, Sweden -— Marauders swept through a Swedish missionary 
hospital in Zaire, killing at least 38 people, most of them patients who were 
shot or stabbed in their beds, mission officials said Thursday. 

Fwelve other people were killed in an attack on a Roman Catholic missionary 
station nearby, said Dag Bohlin, a spokesman for the Swedish Free Pentecostal 
Church, which runs the hospital. 

The attacks took place Sunday around Lemera, in eastern Zaire near the bor- 
ders with Rwanda and Burundi, and were apparently connected to the violence 
between Tutsi and Hutu ethnic groups that plagues the region. 

The raiders were believed to be Tutsis angry that the hospital had treated 
Hutus. 

The hospital treats all people in the region, a mission spokesman said. 

Bohlin said 28 patients were killed in their beds, either bayoneted or shot in 
the mouth. Another six patients were killed in the hospital’s garden as they 
attempted to flee, and four hospital workers also were killed, Bohlin said. 

Those killed at the Catholic missionary station were two priests and 10 oth- 
ers, all Zairians, Bohlin said.

Supreme Court to block the opening 
of the mosque altogether. 

A Muslim religious leader said there 
would be “massacres” should Israel 
decide to interfere in plans for the 
prayer hall. 

The site’s potential for sparking vio- 
lence was demonstrated last month 
when Israel opened a tourist tunnel 
there, setting off three days of rioting 
and Palestinian-Israeli gun battles that 
claimed 79 lives. 

The new mosque — an underground 
vault known as Solomon’s Stables — 
is part of the Al Aqsa compound, 
which is the third-holiest site of Islam 
and called the Noble Sanctuary in 
Arabic. 

It is built on the site of the Jewish 
Temple, destroyed by the Romans in 
A.D. 70. The last remnant of the 
Temple, the Western Wall, is 
Judaism’s holiest shrine. 

Hassan Tahboub, minister of reli- 
gious affairs in Yasser Arafat’s self- 
rule government, warned of new vio- 


lence if Israel tried to stop the project. 

“If they want to interfere in the 
mosque, there will be massacres. If 
they don’t interfere, it will be quiet,” 
Tahboub said in an interview 
Thursday. 

Islamic authorities insist Israel has 
no say in running the holy site. But 
they said Thursday that the new 
prayer hall, to be called the Marwani 
Mosque, would not open this week- 
end as first announced, and renova- 
tions may take more than a week 
longer. 

Yehuda Etzion, who heads the radi- 
cal Jewish group “Hai Vekayam,” or 
“Living and Present,’ petitioned the 
Supreme Court last month seeking a 
halt to the construction work. 

Etzion believes the site should 
belong just to the Jews and opposes 
any Muslim presence on the Mount. 
“The Wakf (Islamic Authority) ... has 
no right to be there,” he said. 

In the past, both sides have been 
careful to avoid changes around the 
holy sites. 

But Jerusalem Mayor Ehud Olmert 
suggested there had been tacit agree- 
ment between the Muslim clergy and 
the Israeli government under which 
Israel would open the tunnel in 
exchange for permitting the transfor- 
mation of Solomon’s Stables into a 
prayer area. 

But reports of the new mosque out- 
raged some religious Jews.

Dole hints at ‘starring’ role 
for Powell in administration

CINCINNATI — Bob Dole wel- 
comed Colin Powell’s “vim and vine- 
gar” to the Republicans’ lagging 
White House race on Thursday and 
kept up his tease that the popular 
retired general would be “one of the 
stars” in his administration. 

In Dole’s largest and most spirited 
crowd in weeks, several thousand 
people jammed downtown 
Cincinnati’s Fountain Square on a 
bright fall day to hear from the 
Republican presidential candidate, 
running mate Jack Kemp and Powell. 

“My task, specifically, is to intro- 
duce you to a straightforward man 
who has a straightforward vision for 
America,” Powell said, introducing 
Dole and saluting the self-described 
presidential underdog as a fellow sol- 
dier. 

Asked offstage what Powell brings 
to the campaign, Dole said, “He’s a 
good friend. He’s got vim and vine- 
gar, vitality ... a little excitement, too.” 

Excitement was what Dole had 
hoped to generate with his perfor- 
mance against President Clinton in 
their first debate last week. But with 
post-debate polls finding Dole’s dou- 
ble-digit deficit largely unchanged, he 
has just one week before the final 
debate to find a comeback route. 

In a striking moment late 
Wednesday, Dole expressed frustra- 
tion with his campaign and indicated 
changes would have to be made 
quickly. He plans a critical meeting 
with top aides on Saturday to decide 
where he’ll target his advertising and 
travel in the final 3 1/2 weeks. 

“T don’t pay attention once I’m on 
the road — I’m out of it all day long 
12, 14 hours. But we’re going to ... 
take a hard look not only at the elec- 
toral maps but everything else,’ Dole

said in an interview on CNN. 

For weeks, the campaign has hinted 
that it would try to stir enthusiasm by 
announcing Powell as Dole’s pick for 
secretary of state. 

On stage Thursday, with Powell 
standing behind him, Dole said noth- 
ing of the general’s place in a future 
Dole administration. But he told 
reporters that Powell was “going to be 
one of the stars of our administra- 
tion.” 

The idea of announcing Cabinet 
picks in advance has been discussed 
within the Dole campaign. But Dole, 
according to campaign sources, has 
resisted on grounds it would be 
viewed as a gimmick born of despera- 
tion.

The C-SPAN School Bus stopped at Canyon Crest 
Elementary School in Provo Tuesday morning to give stu- 
dents a tour of C-SPAN’s mobile network. 

C-SPAN, on its fourth tour of the country called 
Campaign ‘96, gave students at Canyon Crest an opportu- 
nity to learn about C-SPAN’s programming and their 
objectives as they tour the nation. 

Sixth-graders involved with “Cruise the News,” a junior 
reporting program at Canyon Crest, were the first to tour 
the bus. 

Quinn Swallow, a sixth-grade teacher at Canyon Crest 
and teacher of “Cruise the News,” said this gave his stu- 
dents an opportunity to get involved with what they are 
learning in class. The goal of “Cruise the News” is to help 
get children involved in current events and to teach them 
basic reporting skills. 

The C-SPAN School Bus has a lot to offer for fresh 
reporters like Janene Orton, a student at Canyon Crest and 
science and technology reporter for “Cruise the News.” 

“What is all this?” Orton asked while pointing to an array 
of gadgets and TV screens on board the bus. 

She was looking at C-SPAN’s three 20-inch color moni- 
tors, routing system with 2 panels to control all three mon- 
itors, 2 VHS machines and 2 MII machines for playback 
and recording, 2 laser disk players and an IBM 486 com- 
puter. Along with this equipment, the C-SPAN School Bus 
carries all the production equipment needed to cover 
events both on and off the bus.

Sara Sundberg, community relations representative for 
C-SPAN, welcomed the students on board and introduced 
them to the fundamentals of the bus. She explained that the 
bus has been going across the country on tour for three 
years. The bus is a public service to help educate cable 
viewers by explaining the issues during this year’s elec- 
tions and other political events. 

While news networks usually take highlights of debates 
or speeches given by political leaders, C-SPAN gives 
expanded coverage of political events and makes them 
available on cable television. 

Sundberg said the purpose of the bus is education, mar- 
keting and political coverage. 

TCI cable is responsible for booking the tour stops in the 
Utah-Idaho region. 

Canyon Crest was chosen as a tour stop for C-SPAN 
because of the school’s effort to provide education about 
the political process, said Vicky Hansen, director of com- 
munity affairs for TCI Cable. Canyon Crest’s political edu- 
cation program uses the Kid’s Voting USA curriculum. 
They also participate in voter registration. 

C-SPAN is a nonprofit organization developed in 1979 
by the cable industry. It is sponsored by America’s Cable 
Television, which includes TCI Cable. 

“We charge (the cable company) 3 1/2 to 6 cents per sub- 
scriber,’ said Nathan Williams, database coordinator for 
the bus. 

It takes $750,000 a year to run the C-SPAN School Bus, 
Williams said.

Halloween is in the air. The unmis- 
takable signs of the season surround 
us. Falling leaves blanket the chilly 
city. Paper skeletons and cobwebs 
decorate every other window. At this 
time of the year, Academy square not 
only looks run down, it looks scary. 
Halloween will be here before you 
know it. Do you know what really 
makes you afraid? 

There are many definitions of fear, 
said Jared Warren, a psychology 
major from Colorado. Irrational fears 
or phobias, like the fear of failure or 
of being rejected plague many of us. 

Warren said that often these fears 
arise and take root when something 
frightening has happened in the past 
— when you were first exposed to a 
certain situation. Warren said that 
many people share the fear of heights 
or of falling. 

“There was a time in their life they 
came close and got scared,” Warren 
explained. “For example, someone 
going up a tall building in an elevator. 
As they get higher, they also get more 
anxious. Finally, they decide they 
can’t go up any more and turn around. 
Going down, they become less anx- 
ious and their fears are reconfirmed.” 

Interestingly many of our fears are 


like Alfred Hitchcock, have created 
images and stories that terrify us to 
the very core. Nightmares ensue, 


from New Mexico, is terrified of 
being attacked or mauled by large ani- 
mals, especially sharks. 

Ryan has never had a close call in 
the open sea. He’s never even been 
close to anyone who this actually hap- 
pened to. 

Instead, Ryan attributes this fear to 
the movies and TV programs he saw 


Ryan said there is one vivid scene 
that comes to him often: “I’m out in 
the ocean getting torn apart by a shark 
and I’m helpless; I can’t get away 
from it,’ Ryan said. 

Janelle Hodge, a high school student 
from Oklahoma, described her fears. 

“Fear is being afraid of the 
unknown; not knowing what’s there,” 
she said. “I’m scared of spiders...the 
bigger...the creepier! Also noises and 
creaks in the house when I’m alone, I 
know it’s not the cat.” 

For some people the most frighten- 
ing things are reoccurring nightmares. 


Steven Gardner of Provo remembers 
dreams of being pursued, cornered 
and then picked up by a giant 
dinosaur. 


“He never ate me, he just held me 
there with his tiny arms, looking at 
me while I scream,” Gardner said. 

Other bad dreams lacking in bare- 
faced terror are the equally unsettling 
dreams of failure or embarrassment. 

“T’ve had a dream I was in a play 
and I didn’t memorize my lines,” 
Ryan said. “Thousands of people 
looking at me on the stage — thinking 
I’m a fool and an idiot.” 

One question is what drives us to 
scare ourselves. Why do we allow 


get scared with a bunch of other peo- 
ple around because you can all 
scream, jump and then laugh about 


According to Ryan, that is the real 
attraction to haunted houses, carnival 
rides, scary movies and books. Those 
experiences evoke powerful emotions, 
but the best part, according to Ryan, 
is when it’s all over. 

“T think it’s the adrenalin inside that 
makes you feel good; its a kick,” 
Ryan said.

On, October 10, 1981, the University 
of Nevada-Las Vegas football team 
cafme to Provo to face the eighth- 
ranked Cougars in their homecoming 
contest. The Rebels left town with a 
45-41 victory and their only win ever 
over a ranked opponent. 

Saturday at noon in Cougar 
Stadium, the UNLV Rebels will once 
again battle a ranked BYU football 
team (No. 19 in this week’s 
Associated Press poll) in its home- 
cofiing game. UNLV head coach Jeff 
Horton said the Rebels will be hard 
pressed to gain a victory in Provo this 
time around. 

“It’s a great opportunity to come to 
Provo and play in that atmosphere,” 
Horton said. “We have a tough job 
ahead of us. I hope our players play 
well and respond to the challenge.” 

UNLV (0-6, 0-3 WAC) comes to 
Provo with Division IA’s 111th- 
ranked defense — out of 111 teams. 
The Rebels allow their opponents an 
average of 546.7 yards and 50.2 
points a game. BYU (5-1, 2-0 WAC) 
averages 484.3 yards and 34.8 points 
a ee eighth in the nation. 

ith numbers like this in BYU’s 
fayor, senior wide receiver Kaipo 
McGuire does not plan on playing 
much more than a half of football. “I 
hope to be wearing a hat in the third 
quarter, not a helmet,” he said. 

McGuire said the team would like to 
take care of business early and give 
the young guys a chance to play. 
“They deserve to be out there as much 
as we do,” he said of the Cougar 
réserves. 

“Although BYU hopes to handle 
UNLV early, sophomore linebacker 
Brad Martin said the preparation of 
tHe team has not changed. “We pre- 
pare the same for a team whether they 
are 0-6 or 6-0.” 

“According to BYU head coach 
LWaVell Edwards, UNLV is talented 
but young. “The thing about UNLV is 
they have a lot of young players,” he 
said, “They play hard and that’s the 
inypressive thing about them. They’ve 
got some good skills.” 

~ Martin warns that a young team like 
UNLV can be dangerous. “They’re 
just young and inexperienced,” he

said. “We’re hoping that they don’t 
come together as a team against us. 
We just have to focus in and concen- 
trate just like any other game.” 

The trigger man of the Rebel’s 
offense is freshman quarterback Jon 
Denton. He has already passed for 
1,547 yards and seven touchdowns in 
six games this season and has set two 
NCAA freshman passing records. 

BYU safeties coach Barry Lamb is 
impressed by Denton. “He’s a very 
tall, very strong, very mobile quarter- 
back,” he said. “He’s going to be a 
great player in the league.” Denton 
stands 6’ 3” and weighs 205 pounds. 

Horton said Denton has made 
tremendous strides as a quarterback 
this year, something he credits offen- 
sive coordinator and former BYU 
coach Charlie Stubbs for.

The state of Texas is going to have a 
battle of religions this weekend as the 
BYU women’s volleyball team takes 
on WAC newcomers Southern 
Methodist and Texas Christian.

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NASA will land 
X-33 prototype 
at Dugway site

SALT LAKE CITY — NASA 
will hold three public hearings in 
Utah this month on plans for the 
$1.15 billion X-33, a remote-con- 
trolled, half-sized prototype of 
what may become the space shut- 
tle’s. successor. 

At least one of the 15 suborbital 
test flights of the wingless, wedge- 
shaped craft is to land at Dugway 
Proving Ground in 1999. 

The 63-foot-tall X-33 will blast 
off vertically from Edwards Air 
Force Base, Calif., powered by lig- 
uid oxygen and liquid hydrogen. It 
won't have a crew and won’t fly 
into space. It will climb 50 miles 
high and fly at speeds up to 15 
times the speed of sound before 
gliding to an unpowered landing. 

The National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration originally 
planned to have only the second 
test flight land at Dugway’s 
Michaels Army Air Field. But 
those plans probably will change, 
and there could be more than one: 
Dugway landing, Dom Amatore, a 
spokesman at NASA’s Marshall 
Space Flight Center in Alabama, 
said Wednesday. 

Other landing sites listed for the 
test flights are Malmstrom Air 
Force Base, Mont.; Silurian Lake 
dry-lake bed near Barstow, Calif.; 
China Lake Naval Weapons Center, 
Calif.; and the Port of Moses Lake, 
Wash. 

Jerry Hall, a spokesman for the 
Lockheed Martin Skunk Works, 
which is building the X-33, said 
earlier this week that Moses Lake 
was listed primarily as an alternate 
landing site. 

NASA will use public hearings to 
help prepare an environmental- 
impact statement on the project. 

“With any experimental vehicle 
there’s always a certain possibility 
of an accident” such as an explo- 
sion or crash, Amatore said. 

NASA has scheduled 10 public 
hearings. The three in Utah, all at 7 
p-m., will be Oct. 28 at the Post 
Theater at Dugway, Oct. 29 at the 
Tooele Senior Center, and Oct. 30 
at Salt Lake’s Airport Quality Inn. 

If the prototype works, Lockheed 
Martin and investors would spend 
$5 billion to build three full-scale 
space planes, known as 
VentureStars. Those 127-foot-tall 
spaceships would be privately 
owned. NASA would be only a 
customer, paying to use the vehi- 
cles to carry its payloads into orbit.

They also 


feel the suction of a milking machine 


Light rail bringing heavy debate to Utd:

The proposed light rail system from Sandy to Salt Lake, 
while hailed by proponents as Salt Lake Valley’s trans- 
portation solution, has some people in the transportation 
industry doubting it can fulfill its promises. 

Construction of the 15-mile rail from 10000 South, 
Sandy, to the Delta Center at 400 West and South Temple, 
Salt Lake City, is scheduled to begin next spring. 

The project was adopted after the federal government 
signed a Full-Funding Grant Agreement with the Utah 
Transit Authority in August 1995 promising to pay for 80 
percent of the system. 

UTA agreed to pay the remaining 20 percent without a 
coinciding sales tax increase, but a few light rail experts 
question UTA’s ability to do this. 

“This proposal is a loaded gun pointed at the head of the 
taxpayers,” said Wendell Cox, head of Wendell Cox 
Consultancy. 

In 1982 a light rail was built in Dallas with federal 
money and a promise of no tax increase, but sales tax was 
raised. 

Within days of the St. Louis Light Rail’s opening, the 
agency announced it would close the system in six months

SALT LAKE CITY — Logging on private land is pro- 
ducing a growing list of complaints from disgruntled 
landowners and downstream neighbors and new calls for 
regulation of the industry. 

“It’s a hard call,” said Rep. Bradley T. Johnson, R- 
Aurora. “We don’t want to infringe on the private-property 
rights, and we don’t want big government to step in and 
cause more regulations and rules, but ... it is important to 
protect the environment for the good of the land and state.” 

Sen. Alarik Myrin, R-Altamont, said any new regulations 
will focus primarily on teaching landowners about proper 
forestry practices. But the Uinta Basin farmer said the 
Legislature may end up with some minimum standards for 
ptivate-land logging. 

‘Tm not looking for a lot of regulations and additional 
laws,” he said. 

A task force formed by state forester Art DuFault found 
that Utah is one of four Western states that have no rules 
covering logging on private lands. Utah has about 2.5 mil- 
lion acres of forest lands in private hands. 

Task-force members saw cases of severe erosion follow- 
ing improper logging, fisheries damaged by mud-choked 


runoff, landslides triggered by logging roads built in the 
wrong places, floods caused by culverts too small to han- 
dle the runoff and land where the trees may never grow 
back as a result of faulty logging methods. 

“About six out of 10 landowners aren’t satisfied with the 
end product,’ DuFault said. 

A legislative committee recently authorized the prepara- 
tion of a private-land logging bill. One feature is a require- 
ment that private-land owners contact state forestry experts 
before logging their land. 

This would provide an opportunity to teach owners about 
basic forestry practices and things like the language of a 
timber-sales contract. 

The Legislature also is considering a licensing program 
for loggers. This would allow the state to close businesses 
that fail to meet basic requirements or repeatedly cause 
problems. 

The bill also could impose minimum standards for log- 
ging, with responsibility for compliance probably being 
placed on the logger rather than the landowner. 

DuFault said he would like to see 10 to 12 standards 
written into the law. They could require things like special 
steps to protect steep hillsides and sensitive stream-side 
areas and guidance for road construction and culvert size.
